MOSCOW, Feb. 3 (AP) — 
The Soviet government has no- 
tified President Eisenhower of- 
ficially that it will discuss fully 


the control of outer space as 
part of a package deal includ- 


ing the abolition of nuclear | 
weapons and the reduction of 


armed forces. 


President Eisenhower had 


suggested that the question of; 


outer space could be studied 
separately. 

Premier Bulganin, in a com- 
munication delivered yesterday 
in V’ashington, said the Soviet 
Union accepted the idea of 
preparing for a summit con- 
ference through normal diplo- 
matic channels but ruled out 
any prior foreign ministers’ 
conference because of Soviet 
opposition to Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles. 

Bulganin, replying to Mr. 
Eisenhower's Jan. 12 letter, 
proposed a nine-point agenda 
for a summit meeting of East 
and West leaders. 

Ready to Participate. 

Soviet foreign ministry 
spokesman Leonid F. lIlyichev 
told a news conference today 
the Soviet government is ready 
to participate in a summit 
meeting based on either broad 
or restricted representation. 

Here are the nine points Bul- 
ganin proposed for a confer- 


ence: 

1. Immediate suspension of 
atomic and hydrogen bomb 
tests. 


2. Renunciation bv the So- 
viet Union, the United Siates 
and Britain of the use of nu- 
clear weapons. 

3. Establishment of an atom- 
free zone in central Europe. 

4. Conclusion of a non-ag- 
gression pact between the sig- 
natories of the Warsaw and 
NATO pacts 

5. Reduction of 
troops in Germany 
European countries. 

6. An agreement on the pre- 
vention of a sudden attack. 

7. Discussion of measures to 
broaden international trade 
ties. 

8. End the propapanda war. 

9. Consider the problems of 
easing tension in the Near and 
Middle East. 

Opposed to Curb on Veto 

Bulganin and his government 
rejected strongly Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s proposal for restriction 
of the veto power in the United 
Nations Security Council. 

“It is precisely the rule of 
unanimity,” said the Soviet 
premier, .which makes the 
United Nations “an effective 
instrument of international 
measures for preserving peace.’, 

The elimination of the veto, 
Bulganin said, would lead ‘“‘to 
abusive infringement of the 
rights of minorities, and would 
wreck the United Nations or- 
ganization and finally result in 
its disintegration.” 

Bulganin wrote that the So- 
viet government recognizes the

NEW HAVEN, Gonn., Feb. 
3 ‘AP)—The deer fly once was 
reported to cruise at 800 miles 
an hour. The estimate was 
made many years ago by a 
parson-naturalist whose en- 
thusiasm colored his observa- 
tions, but it was accepted as 
truth. 

A few years ago this worried 
a great chemist, Dr. Irving 
Langmuir. How could such a 
tiny insect store up enough 
energy or fuel to go so fast? 
He made some tests. The fly's 
speed turned out to be 70 miles 


an hour.

AT ROADBLOCK 


One Robber Tries to 
End Own Life, Other 
Still Hunted —Mis- 
sourian Had Been 
Held for 30 Hours.

PADUCAH, Ky., Feb. 3 (AP) 
—Missourj Highway Patrolman 
William Little, who was held 
hostage for 30 hours by two 


> robbers, was released unharmed 


last night after one of his ab- 
ductors tried to kill himself 


q and the other fled on foot. 


This morning, as officers of 
Missouri, Illinois and Kentucky 
combed the Paducah area for 
the escaped man, a woman 
was shot to death at a road- 
block. She was Miss Jewell 
English, 24, of Paducah. The 
hunted man is Carl W. Burton, 
24 years old, of Redwood City, 
Calif. 

Missouri Trooper Vernon 
Hopkins reported Miss Eng- 
lish was shot by a civilian, 
Forest McAllister of Fulton, 
Ky., who was sitting in Hop- 
kins’s police cruiser. Hopkins 
said a car driven by the vic- 
tim’s brother, Claudie English, 


27, ran through the roadblock, 
then stopped 

Hopkins said when he ap 
proached the car, the driver 
started to speed away. Then, 
the officer said, McAllister 
picked up a rifle and fired, 
the charge hitting Miss Eng- 
lish in the side. 


(The United Press quoted the 
of a funeral home 
where Miss English’s body was 
taken as saying she appeared 
to have been struck in the back 
by 24 metal fragments or 
pellets. The U.P. said the 
question to be settled at an in- 
quest tomorrow was whether 
she was killed by the bullet 
fired by McEllister or by a 
‘shotgun blast fired by Trooper 
Hopkins.)

Sheltons were also unharmed. 
Their home is near Paducah. 

Ex-Convict Shoots Self. 

The trooper gained his free- 
dom when Harold Davis, 33, 
an ex-convict and _ Burton's 
brother-in-law, shot 
rather than face another prison 
term. He was in a critical con- 
dition today at a Paducah hos- 
pital. 

Burton had left 
earlier, armed 
service revolver 

2-caliber pistol. 

Little reported that Burton 
said he had used the pistol to 
kill a policeman in San Fran- 
cisco about three weeks ago. 

Little, a calm, six-fcoter with 
four years in the Missouri 
Highway Patrol, was taken as 
a hostage Saturday after he 
stopped Davis and Burton in 
their California-licensed auto- 
mobile in Van Buren, Mo. 

“There was just something 
about it that made me do it,” 
he said last night 

He said he checked the men 
out and was about to let them 
zo when he noticed the barrel 
of a gun sticking out of the 
back seat under a sack. He 
pulled off the sack and saw a 
sawed-off shotgun. At this 
point Burton pulled a pistol.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 
—The Navy, beaten into space 
by the Army’s Explorer sate}l- 
lite, was pushing preparations 
today for another try at getting 
its Vanguard vehicle aloft 

The 72-foot Vanguard rocket 
was visible at its launching 
tower at Cape Canaveral, Fla., 
pointing to a possible early fir- 
ing attempt. But the Navy kept 
Silent on its plans 

There was renewed talk of 
sending a rocket to the moon 
as the Explorer whirred 
through space on its mission 
of collecting and radioing back 
scientific information. The Ex- 
plorer went into orbit Friday 
night.

The Explorer, six and a half 
feet long, six inches across and 
shaped like a pointed tube, is 
sending back coded radio sig- 
nals reporting on temperatures, 
cosmic rays and meteorites it 
is meeting in its 18,000-mile- 
an-hour journey. 

Wire grids mounted here and 
there on the outside of the 
satellite record any contact with 
small meteorite particles—lit- 
erally stardust. Scientists re- 
port some of these grids al- 
ready have heen broken but 
they are not sure yet whether 
this resulted from contact with 
meteorites or merely from the 
jarring the Explorer received 
in being pushed into space. 

Recordings of. the coded ra- 
dio signals are being deci- 
phered by United States Inter- 
national Geophysical Year 
scientists here. After the mate- 
rial is evaluated it will be 
passed along to I.G.Y. informa- 
tion centers for relay to other

Sen- 
ator Henry M. Jackson (Dem.), 
Washington, a member of the 
newly created Senate outer 
space subcommittee, said last 
night the United States should 
be able to send a rocket to the 
moon “within a few months.” 

Hagen said a United States 
moon rocket could be assem- 
bled by any of the military 
branches “or a combination of 
two.’ He indicated an Air Force 
rocket combination topped by 
the Navy's Vanguard would be 
“a good way to do it.” 


Hagen said there have been 
“several proposals” for moon 
shots but far as he knew no 


decision had been made to go 
ahead with a moon rocket. 
Satellite Plans. 
Following several shots of 
the Vanguard with small test 
satellit: spheres, the Navy still 
plans to hurl aloft in March the 
original “scientific satellite”’ 
planned as the first fully in- 
strumented United States moon 
for the International Geophys- 
ical Year now in progress 
United States plans call for 
at least six of the Vanguard's 
“scientific satellites’ during the 


1.G.Y. which ends Dec. 31. Ex- 
tras may be required if any

Gov. James T. Blair said today 
he viewed favorably St. Louis's 
request for legislation author- 
izing submission of an earn- 
ings tax increase propdsal to

He indicated at a morning 
press conference that he would 
submit a recommendation for 
the legislation, in a supple- 
mentary message to the Legis- 
lature probably next week, 
but only if there was “reason- 
able unanimity” in favor of 
the measure among St. Louis 
legislators, 

The Governor said he 
planned a series of conferences 
later this week with members 
of both the St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City delegations to get 
their views on various fiscal 
proposals affecting those cities. 

“But there will have to be 
agreement among the legisla- 
tors on these proposals, be- 
cause the country boys are not 
going to break their necks and 


pass something for St. Louis 
and Kansas City if the city 
boys are opposed to it,” Blair 


said emphatically. 

The earnings tax proposal Is 
the most important of several 
fiscal measures submitted to 
the Governor by the City of 
St. Louis. Under it the city 
would be authorized to submit

Addressing a joint assembly 
of the Legislature, Gov. Blair 
said he was presenting a bal- 
anced budget which could be 
financed in full from estimated 
available revenues and reserves, 
| without new or increased state 
taxes. 

“With local, state and Fed- 
eral Government consuming 
nearly three out of every $10 
reecived by our citizens,” he 
said, “it is imperative every 
effort be made to provide es- 
sential state services within 
existing sources of revenue, 
and avoid or postpone imposi- 
tion of a heavier tax burden.” 

The Governor's proposed 
budget @vould overspend the 
state's estimated general reve- 
nue receipts for the next fiscal 
year by about $10,500,000. In 
adidtion, he urged the Legis- 
lature to approve $5,900,000 in 
emergency and deficiency al- 
lotments for this fiscal year, 
bringing the proposed over- 
spending to more than §$16,- 
000,000. 

He achieved a balanced 
budget, however, by proposing 
that the $16,000,000 be taken 
from the_ state's $36,000,000 
surplus. This would leave a 
$20,000,000 “cushion” for use 
in periods when expenditures 
are high and tax collections 
low, he said. 

‘A Difficult Task. ... 

Digressing from his text, 
Blair told the legislators he 
would include non-fiscal rec- 
ommendations in a_ supple- 
mentary message, 

“A difficult and trying task 
is ahead of us in the next few 
days,’ he asserted. “This (budg- 
et) is not all I will presént. 
Many things have been asked 
by many groups, but most of 
them, in my judgment, are not 
emergencies. These I will not 
present.” 

On conclusion of his mes- 
sage, the House reconvenéd 
and Representative Joseph W. 
Martino (Dem.), St. Louis, Ap- 
propriations Committee chair- 
man, immediately introduced 
17 bills to carry out the Gov- 
ernor’s fiscal recommendations, 

Martino announced the com- 
mittee would meet tonight for 
a hearing on the bill covering 
deficiency appropriations for 
the current fiscal year. 

Democratic Majority Floor 
Leader Warren Hearnes of 
East Prairie, outlining House 
work plans for the session, 
said there would be a daily 
roll-call for the next two 
weeks “so the Appropriations 
Committee can meet.” By the 
third week, he said, it was 
hoped the House would be 
able to act on all or nearly all 
the measures.

What chocolate cake is to 
Americans, kringle is to the 
Danes, it’s that popular. Some- 
times you find this sweet cof- 
fee bread decked out with can- 
dles and miniature Danish 
flags for a birthday cake. 

And there are about as many 
versions of “Danish Kringle” 
as there are of chocolate cake. 
All of them start with a long 
strip of pastry—that’s a yeast 
cough with butter rolled in so 
it’s flaky and rich—but the fill- 
ing may be anything from rasp- 
berry jam to a creamy mixture 
vith raisins. (Packaged vanilla 
pudding made with one and 
ohe-half instead of two cups 
milk is an easy substitute for 
the latter.) Given here is the 
powdered sugar-butter filling. 
Add cardamon if you like the 
flavor; a good Dane would. 

After you've folded the 
dough over the filling, stretch 
and curve the long strip, on a 
cooky sheet, into a kringle— 
that’s a bowknot—and flatten 
it with a rolling pin. It isn’t 
supposed to raise as much as 
our coffee breads. Then spread 
it with egg white and sprinkle 
it with sugar and almonds. 
Start the coffee perking; you've 
a real treat in store. 

Danish Kringle. 
Dough: 
Three-fourths cup 

butter or margarine. 

Three to three and one- 
quarter cups sifted all-purpose 
flour.

Crumble yeast into mixing 
bowl, add water, stir to dis- 
solve. Cool milk to lukewarm; 
combine with egg, sugar and 
salt, and add to yeast. Beat in 
remainder of flour, about a cup 
at a time, until dough is 
smooth; use hand to work in 
remaining flour when dough 
gets too stiff to stir. 

Turn out on lightly floured 
surface and knead until smeoth 
and elastic. Roll to 12-inch 
square and place chilled butter 
mixture in center of dough; re- 
move paper. Fold dough over 
butter from both sides; then 
fold in thirds. Roll out to 
eight by 16-inch rectangle. Re- 
peat, folding and rolling twice 
more. 

Wrap in: waxed paper; chill 
30 minutes. Roll to 12 by 24- 
inch rectangle. Cut in half 
lengthwise. Spread filling down 
center of each strip. Fold 
dough over it, sealing edges |

Q.-Are some calories more fattening than 


others? 


A. No. There is no scientific basis for the gloomy 
shilosophy that says, “If you like it, it’s fattening.” 
Actually, all the calories that you use up either in 
body maintenance or energy are non-fattening. This 
is true whether they come from broiled steak, or 
lettuce leaves 6r apple pie. The only calories that’ 
can be fattening are the surplus calories that you 
don’t use up—the ones that come from overeating. 


Q. How many calories does the average person 


use up in a day? 


A. Most people actually need more calories than 
they think they do. The National Research Council 
recommends 2,300 calories per day as the average 
allowance for a 121-lb., moderately active woman. A 
160-lb. man will expend from 2,700 to 3,500 calories 
a day, depending on whether he is sedentary or 
active. If you have a heavier build your need will 
be greater, but if you aren’t overweight you needn’t 
give calories a second thought. 


Q. What about reducing diets that call for 
1,400 calories a day or less? 


A. Since this is the calorie allowance for a small 
child such a diet would undoubtedly cause you to 
lose weight. If you are too fat you certainly should 
reduce, but a too drastic diet imposes such a tremen- 
dous stress on your body one should be attempted 
only under a doctor’s supervision. 


Q. Do you need a Calorie Chart to reduce? 


A. It isn’t necessary. Many people may find it’s 
actually confusing. When you want to lose a few 
pounds, leading nutritionists now suggest that you 
simply turn your regular diet into a reducing diet.

Corporate Farm in Kansas 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I have the following comments 
regarding Dickson Terry’s recent 
report on the 80,000-acre Garvey 
farm in Kansas: 

To make such an enterprise pos- 
sible, the “small” farmers were 
originally forced off their home- 
steads by an unsympathetic gov- 
ernment which allowed grain mar- 
ket prices to be depressed at har- 
vest time and raised at planting 
time. 

At the same time, no forms of 
aid, such as drought relief, flood 
relief, price supports, crop insur- 
ance or crop loans were made 
available. 

In reading this account, it be- 
comes very evident, to the experi- 
enced, how the originator of this 
monstrous Kansas operation, a law- 
yer, business man and real estate 
dealer, must have acquired this 
land and disposed of its owners (le- 
gally, of course). 

Another point which may be 
brought out is the fact that these 
acres, under their present one-man 
industrial ownership, do not pay 
the personal and real estate taxes 
that 500 “small-farming” families 
would pay. 

The land itself is being further 
depleted by the constant use of syn- 
thetic fertilizers (stimulants which 
add nothing beneficial to the soil), 
poison sprays and residues; plus a 
one-crop system, which crop is al- 
ready in a surplus quantity. 

The irony of the whole story is 
the fact that Grandfather Garvey, 
who was himself the victim of a 
“lost farm,” should in turn sire 
the generations who capitalize on 
the very same type of misfortune 
that caused him to move to Kansas 
in 1885. 

It seems that the very forces 
that moved the founding fathers to 
abandon their homes in Europe and 
flee to the New World to establish 
a more liberal government have 
completed their cycles, and we're 
back to the feudal ages. We call 
it “progress; so is death, but at 
least everyone tries to postpone 
death as long as possible.

This is not to say that one must 
not disagree with the policies of 
our Secretary of State, or must not 
publicly criticize him in his views. 
Helpful criticism and constructive 
suggestions are both welcomed and 
expected from the press. Public 
officials, even of high office, are 
never immune from being exposed 
and criticized. 

We have little thought for those 
who demand impeachment of Su- 
preme: Court Justices whenever a 
close tase is decided opposite to 
supposedly popular views in the 
community. We view with disap- 
proval campaigns for congressional 
elections that are marked by slan- 
deroug and unwarranted charges. 

Cannot we therefore expect our 
newspapers to refrain from un- 
necessary personalities when com- 
menting upon administrative of- 
ficials or their policies?

Europe Helps Her Own 


Europe's direct interest in a stable France and 
in steps toward political unification both are 
indicated in the grant of $600,000,000 in credits 
to the French Government. 

France is one of the six members of Euromart, 
and while that agency stands for economic_uni- 
fication, it is significant that Euromart is ex- 
pected to lead toward political unity as well. 
Moreover, a large portion of the credits offered 
France comes from European sources, through 
the European Payments Union and International 
Monetary Fund. The European Payments Union 
will provide 250 millions. 

According to the final arrangements made in 
Washington, the United States will make avail- 
able 274 millions, chiefly through the waiver 
of principal and interest payments on a loan 
granted in 1946 and on an Export-Import Bank 
loan. The United States also is letting France 
have surplus cotton worth perhaps 40 millions. 

But almost half of the credits will come 
through the EPU, chiefly from West German and 
Swiss sources. (Switzerland is not a member 
of Euromart, but is expected to participate in 
the “free trade area’ planned as an adjunct to 
the continental market.) 

The purpose of the new credits is to enable 
France, henceforth, to escape the frequent 
threats of bankruptcy caused by the imbalance 
of French foreign trade. For some time, French 
imports have cost considerably more than France 
has realized by exports. Under an agreement 
with the European Payments Union, the French 
government hereafter will make a report on its 
dollar-gold balance to the National Assembly 
every three months. This, it is hoped, will stem 
excessive imports. 

The French economic paradox is that France 
has been enjoying an internal postwar boom 
even more spectacular than that of Germany— 
even if the German boom has been making the 
headlines. This was again emphasized by Per 
Jacobson, director of the International Monetary 
Fund. In fact, this internal boom has been 
pushing up the expensive imports which have 
created the payments problem. Jacobson and 
other experts who negotiated the new agree- 
ments are optimistic about France’s economic 
future. With some restraint on imports, they 
feel that French productivity is more than high 
enough to maintain a stable prosperity. 

If this proves to be the case, as it should, it 
will remove any lingering doubt that France 
might be the weak point in the new European 
alignment. Germany, Italy and the Benelux 
countries all are in good shape economically. So 
if France solves her payments problem, as she 
is expected to do with the new credits, she will 
be a stable partner in Europe’s greatest com- 
mon undertaking in a thousand years. 

It is this consideration which brought Ameri- 
can participation in arranging the credits. The 
State Department was aware that any help to 
France would invite protests from Algeria and 
other parts of the Arab world and would be, to 
that extent, a political handicap. But the prom- 
ise of an economically sound France was held 
to be worth the risk. It should be. 
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Why Were the Fees Hidden? 


The more the public learns about the hidden 
industry fees taken on the side by Chairman 
John C. Doerfer of the Federal Communications 
Commission, ‘the more urgent it becomes that 
the public learn all the facts about industry-paid 
fees to officials of the independent agencies. 

It is now reported to the Post-Dispatch that 
“a complicated arrangement involving two in- 
termediaries was used by a broadcasting trade 
association to pay $575 to Chairman Doerfer.” 
Commenting on this subterfuge, a new staff 
memorandum of the Moulder subcommittee of 
the House says: 


This roundabout way devised for the re- 
ceipt of money by Commissioner Doerfer 
can only be construed as an attempt to con- 
ceal the payment. 


Chairman Doerfer, who was appointed by 
President Eisenhower to the FCC in 1953 from 
the chairmanship of the Wisconsin State Util- 
ities Commission, says he did nothing wrong 
and that the Moulder subcommittee staff re- 
ports are “misleading.” Perhaps so, but then 
why did Mr. Doerfer hide fees that were paid 
to him from within an industry which his own 
agency is supposed to regulate? 

Is there any relationship between such fees 
and the way John Doerfer and his fellow com- 
missioners voted on official matters before the 
FCC? The House subcommittee cannot find out 
a minute too soon, 
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Collect the Taxes Due 

State Director of Revenue Milton Carpenter 
says that about 75,000 Missourians have failed to 
pay their state income tax. 

This is an increase of 50,000 from the earlier 
figure of 25,000, who had been found out as 
state income tax evaders. To the far larger num- 
ber of willing taxpayers, it makes little differ- 
ence whether the number is 25,000 or 100,000. It 
would be far too many if 5000 Missourians were 
getting by without paying state income taxes. 

Not only should these tax dodgers pay in the 
future, but also the cheaters ought to be re- 
quired to pay up back taxes. A stern, relentless 
campaign to get in every possible cent of back 
taxes would produce thousands of dollars for the 
State Treasury and, as everyone knows, Missouri 
educational and welfare institutions have fallen 
far behind for want of adequate support. 
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Ultimate in Unification 

Gen. Curtis Lemay of the Air Force has told 
a Senate committee that he would like to see “a 
Single service, a single chief of staff and a sin- 
gle staff to operate the armed services.” This 
would carry the unification concept of the 1947 
Defense Act to its logical conclusion,-and while 
there is no visible sign that Congress will fol- 
low the entire Lemay suggestion, it is worth- 
While to see how such unification might work. 

Under his proposal, the nation’s air, ground 
and sea forces would exist as integrated arms of 
the Defense Department in the same way that, 
for example, the infantry, artillery and armored 
forces exist today as integrated arms of the 
Army. A single chief of staff should assure uni- 
fied planning, administration and supply as well 
as unified command. 

While such a military machine might. appear 
large and cumbersome at first glance, would it 
not be more responsive to civilian control from 
the top than the present one, in which three 
machines race for money and prestige? 

President Eisenhower once said that if he had 
his way, all service men would wear one uni- 
form. Still the Administration has never pro- 
posed anything like a single service. Neither of 
the new defense reorganization bills introduced 
by Senators Bush of Connecticut and Cooper of 
Kentucky would go anywhere near that far. 

Right now the main issue in reorganizing the 
Pentagon concerns a single chief of staff. It is 
with this office that unification reforms should 
begin. Several experienced military men have

advised against continuing the present system 
in which three of the Joint Chiefs of Staff must 
divide their functions between advising the 
civilian Defense Secretary and administering 
their separate services. 

Reorganization of the nation’s defense appara- 
tus is one of the most urgent issues before the 
Administration and Congress. And the legisla- 
tive answer ought to meet the challenge of new 
weapons and the need for swift decisions and 
united military effort. 
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Five Years to Catch Up? 

Along with the spontaneous rejoicing over 
Explorer, the first American earth satellite, 
there should go a constant appreciation of the 
fact that Soviet Russia still is well ahead in the 
realm of outer space. 

This is emphasized by Dr. Wernher von Braun, 
father of the German V-2 and for the last sev- 
eral years chief of the Army’s ballistic missile 
development agency which perfected the Jupi- 
ter-C that carried the Explorer into orbit. In 
the midst of his jubilance over Explorer, he 
said of Soviet Russia: 


The frightening thing is their rate of 
progress. If they are a year ahead it will 
take a very substantial effort to first match 
their progress and then to exceed it. If they 
are a year ahead, and if we can exceed 
their rate by 20 per cent, it still will take 
five years to catch up. 


These warning words could not come from a 
more qualified source. They should be taken 
to heart. For while some of the cloud has 
lifted, the way ahead is hazardous, uncertain 
and demanding. 

A look back shows how far we fell behind 
as well as how we have speeded up our efforts. 

Our satellite program had been described as 
“only scientific’ and assigned a low priority. 
The Army, which had perfected its Jupiter me- 
dium-range missile and even fired its Jupiter-C 
2300 miles, had been held back by Secretary of 
Defense Charles Wilson’s memorandum of No- 
vember, 1956, which set a 200-mile range limit 
on its operational missiles. 

In the step-up that followed, the new Secre- 
tary of Defense, Neil H. McElroy, ordered the 
Army to prepare a Jupiter-C for launching a 
satellite. President Eisenhower announced the 
Navy’s Vanguard would try to launch a six- 
pound satellite in December. It fizzled out a few 
feet over the launching pad. Amidst the re- 
ports made to the Pentagon and Congress that 
Moscow had fired many long-range ballistic mis- 
siles, it was no wonder the gloom deepened. 

Now the Jupiter-C has put the 30-pound Ex- 
plorer into orbit and dispelled some of that 
gloom. Just what is the Jupiter-C? It is a four- 
stage rocket. The first stage is a modified Red- 
stone, which is a version of the old V-2. The 
second consists of 11 small versions of the Army 
tactical missile Sergeant. Five more Sergeants 
compose the third stage. The fourth consists 
of a single Sergeant and the inclosed satellite. 

The Redstone has a thrust of only 75,000 
pounds whereas the Soviet missile that hurled 
Sputnik II into space is estimated to have had 
over 250,000 pounds of thrust. The difference 
in thrust gives some indication of the lead that 
the Russians have in the rocket field. It is 
thrust which will give the intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles the power to span the Atlantic 
ocean. What thrust our first ICBM, the Atlas, 
has, remains unknown with that missile still 
in its first-stage firing tests. 

Although Explorer is now participating with 
Sputnik II in the internationalization of outer 
space, Explorer also should remind Americans 
that we still lag behind Soviet Russia. 
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To Speak to the World 

Few experiences make a traveler more appre- 
hensive than an encounter with an American of- 
ficial who does not know the language of the 
country to which he is assigned. If a man can- 
not converse directly with foreigners, how effec- 
tively can he discharge his duties? 

That there should be many such American rep- 
resentatives abroad is not startling in view of 
the disclosure by Marion B. Folsom, Secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare, that half of 
the high schools of the United States offer no 
instruction at all in foreign languages, and that 
languages are studied by fewer than 15 per 
cent of American high school students and by 
not more than 15 per cent of college students. 

Does this bespeak conceit, indifference or lazi- 
Certainly the Russian educators take a 
very different view; but that hardly should be 
the primary reason for a reform of language- 
teaching in American schools. We cannot expect 
a relatively few schools, many of them private 
institutions, to meet the practical demand for 
linguists, nor to maintain the cultural standards 
of the nation. 

World leaders must speak the world’s lan- 
guages. The four-year language program em- 
braced in President Eisenhower's educational 
recommendations will help a bit; but it can be 
regarded only as a beginning of an essential edu- 
cational reform. American schools must tighten 
up and toughen up their programs. And they 
must find, as best they can, the teachers who 
can stimulate an interest in true education, edu- 
cation which does not come easy. 
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Mr. Stassen Loses and Wins 

Harold Stassen is compiling a remarkable 
record for coming out of political feuds bloodied 
in ambition but unbowed In principle. 

Before long, according to reports from inside 
the Administration, Mr. Stassen will find his 
job as disarmament adviser to the President 
abolished. His staff had already been reduced, 
and taken from the White House to be placed 
under the Secretary of State. On this record, 
Mr. Stassen has clearly lost his personal dispute 
with Secretary Dulles. 

Yet the President's adviser appears to have 
won at least a large part of his dispute in prin- 
ciple. Mr. Stassen pushed constantly for dis- 
armament negotiations with Russia, while Mr. 
Dulles resisted. Mr. Stassen had the ear of 
our allies, but for a long time Mr. Dulles had 
the President's ear. Now, however, there are 
many signs that the State Department is moving, 
or being pushed by. sentiment at home and 
abroad, toward new negotiation. 

The first real sign of this was Secretary 
Dulles’s declaration which viewed the po@sibility 
of a summit conference with hesitant expecta- 
tion. The reaction to Soviet Premier Bulganin's 
new 17-page message to President Eisenhower 
may show how far Mr, Stassen won his point. 

If Mr. Stassen now intends to run for the 
Republican nomination for Governor of Penn- 
sylvania, he may find it difficult to move from 
international to local political scenery. - His 
friends think the move might be “suicidal.” But 
the former Minnesota Governor has taken on 
G.O.P. leaders before, as he did in opposing 
Vice President Nixon in the '54 campaign, and 
has escaped with his political life. 

In any case the results of Mr. Stassen’s con- 
stant political ambitions are less important than 
the result of his determined stand for meaning- 
ful disarmament negotiations. There he served 
the nation’s interest in world peace.

The Riches We Share With Canada 


Conferees’ Failure to Solve Problems Delays Mutual Development 


Senator Neuberger of Oregon in

Some of the world’s greatest sources 
of energy are vexingly split by the 
border between the United States and 
Canada. A tremendous 5,500,000 kilo- 
watts of water power from the Yukon, 
Columbia and St. Johns rivers is still 
locked up around stalemated confer- 
ence tables in Washington and Otta- 
wa. On its development depend the 
prosperity and future expansion of 
Alaska, the Pacific Northwest and 
upper New England under our flag; 
and the Yukon Ter- 
- ritory, British Co- 
The Mirror lumbia, and the 


of Marine Provinces 
in Canada. 
Public Opinion During recent 
months some ob- 
servers have de- 
spaired of an agreement ever being 
reached. Worse yet, relations be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
have deteriorated seriously. Canada 
has under serious consideration a pro- 
posal to divert one fourth of the flow 
of the Columbia river. 

This would leave stranded plans for 
the expansion of existing American 
water power projects at Grand Coulee, 
Chief Joseph, Bonneville, McNary 
and The Dalles. The difference is 
equal to nearly our entire share of 
the St. Lawrence Seaway power plants. 

No other waterway has such wild 
fluctuations as the Columbia—from 
twice the volume of the Nile to a 
poky trickle. This adds up to feast 
or famine for the huge power plants 
on the American side of the line. 

Enough water‘could be impounded 
within the Canadian segment of the 
Columbia Basin to increase by 70 per 


cent the power generated at Chief Jo- 
seph and The Dalles dams. Yet our 
Government has been indolent and 
casual about reaching an agreement to 
make this possible. 

What if the Yukon could be turned 
around and a substantial segment of 
it diverted to the Pacific? What if 
the drop now dissipated in its 2100- 
mile pilgrimage to the Bering Sea 
could be compressed into a slanting 
15-mile tunnel through the mountains, 
and then a crashing vertical descent 
of more than 1700 feet? 


It could, observes Alaska’s veteran 
Delegate in Congress, E. L. Bartlett, 
“revolutionize the economy of Alaska 
and move us from the frontier to the 
industrial age, in one vast stride.” 


Alaska, until now dependent on the 
seasonal uncertainties of fishing, min- 
ing, and logging, might acquire the 
first sizable permanent manufacturing 
establishment in its history. 


The St. John rises in Maine and 
empties into ‘the Bay of Fundy. The 
projected storage reservoir in Maine 
could confer valuable benefits on 
power sites downstream where the 
river forms the international boundary 
for 70 miles. 


This power could be of great inter- 
national importance, because both 
Maine and the Canadian Maritime 
Provinces have lagged behind the re- 
cent general prosperity of their re- 
spective countries. 

But some formula must be worked 
out for reimbursement from Canada 
for any addition to the production of 
its powerhouses made possible by 
water storage in Maine. 

Such a formula has completely 
eluded two nations which together 
could complete the Alaska Highway, 


defend the Aleutian Islands from di- 
rect invasion, and establish farflung 
radar networks on Arctic tundra. 

To break the stalemate, I have in- 
troduced in the Senate. a resolution 
calling for the creation of a North 
Pacific International Waterways Agen- 
cy, staffed by engineering experts and 
technicians of the United States and 
Canada, to supplant the present Inter- 
national Joint Commission and to plan 
projects on international waterways 
along both sides of the border. 

The only considerations would be 
maximum power production, flood 
control, and other benefits. Account- 
ants and engineers would use their 
calculating machines and slide rules 

a to decide how the 
costs and benefits 
should be propor- 
tioned. The _ two 
sides of the present 
commission, each 
representing a dif- 
ferent nation, are 
certain to accentu- 
ate national inter- 
ests. A single agen- 
cy, staffed by both 
Senator Neuberger Countries, would be 

far more likely to 
place geographic realities first and 
international rivalries second. 

The rulers of the Soviet Union are 
tapping Russia's rivers to the max- 
imum. Soviet power production has 
soared 86 per cent since 1950. I am 
informed by Senator Henry M. Jack- 
son of Washington state, who recently 
visited Russia, that 40 big water power 
plants are under construction there. 

Can the United States and Canada 
afford to let go to waste indefinitely 
the untapped resources of the Yukon, 
the St. John and the Columbia?

The 
Pike county militia, headed by a gen- 
eral, marched to crush the rebellion 
next door. Most of Callaway’s able- 
bodied men were away in the South- 
ern armies.

Jones rallied 300 old men and boys 
armed with squirrel rifles, shotguns 
and a log painted to resemble a can- 
non.

Between Book Ends Calypso in Britain 


THE LONELY LONDONERS, by Samuel 
Selvon. (St. Martin's, 171 pgs., $2.95.) 


Perhaps the most difficult book to 
ead is one which employs the use of 

ialect or idioms of national or cul- 
tural groups and races, because in the 
beginning pages or chapters the reader 
must proceed unusually slowly and 
mentally assemble a glossary of terms 
for personal understanding of what 
the author discusses. 

In “The Lonely Londoners” Samuel 
Selvon has written in the idiom in 
which his West Indian characters think 
and speak. This could be justified by 
the fact that beside their dark skins, 
the manner of speech would make 
West Indians stand out in English- 
speaking society. Then too, the calypso 
brogue gives the book a: mark of 
authenticity in depicting the isolation 
of this segment of Great Britain's 

lation. 

Mr. Selvon, born of Indian parents 
in: Trinidad, has brought together a 
group of interesting characters in re- 
lating the lives of some of London's 
lonely immigrants. They include 
Moses, hero of the narrative; the 
amorous Galahad, who dresses in long

underwear in summer and goes with- 
out a topcoat in winter; the grown- 
up orphan Big City, for whom the 
word music will always be “fusic;” 
Five Past Twelve, out to borrow money 
from the time you see him; Harris, 
a fellow who likes to play. “ladeda” 
and would like to forget he is not 
English, and many others. 

A former newspaper man for the 
Trinidan Guardian and a short story 
writer, the author has depicted the 
feelings and anxieties of West Indians 
in England which are not unlike those 
in America. They have come pri- 
marily for a better standard of living 
and economic security, only to become 
shrouded in ghettos and menial jobs 
through discrimination and prejudice, 
already experienced by other minority 
groups in these nations. 

Mr. Selvon, author of the novel “A 
Brighter Sun” and who was awarded a 
Guggenheim fellowship for his second 
novel, “An Island Is a World,” dis- 
cusses the confusion of prejudice 
through one of his characters with: 

“So Galahad talking to the colour 
Black, as if a person, telling it that 
is not he who causing botheration in 
the place, but Black, who is worthless 


invaders to stay a safe distance away.

Harvard Librarian Seta

To that, the answer pieced 
together from a study of Soviet 
actions and pronouncements is 
an emphatic “No!” 


In the first place, even in 
their propaganda for home 
consumption, the Soviet au- 
thorities who control all their 
communication media have 
never contended that, in case 
of unlimited warfare, the Sov- 
iet Union would go unscathed. 
On the contrary, they speak 
of the terrible devastation that 
would be inflicted on both 
sides, making the sole reserva- 
tion that, of the two, Commu- 
nism would survive. Similar 
claims of a painful survival 
after the utter annihilation of 
the enemy can also be found 
in certain statements by United 
States statesmen, politicians 
and newspapers. 

No Soviet Civil Defense. 

In the United States, al- 
though very little is done about 
passive defense, this effort is 
at least brought to public at- 
tention by study groups and 
the discussion which ensues 
from their reports. In the 
U.S.S.R., on the other hand, no 
one so far has detected any 
preparations at all to meet the 
thermonuclear counterthrust 
which, admittedly, the United 
States is capable of delivering 
even if using less effective ve- 
hicles. 

Thus, it remains very unclear

hopes to survive, or, for that.

Trained for Local Wars. 


The specialized Soviet press 
has disclosed that the Soviet 
armed forces are being trained 
for local warfare, their train- 
ing including the use of lim- 
ited nuclear weapons. The new 
emphasis on the political com- 
missars in every fighting unit 
—which came to publie atten- 
tion with Marshal Zhukov’s dis- 
missal—is another indication of 
the Soviet thinking in terms of 
semi-skilled, conventional man- 
power rather than the rela- 
tively limited body of first- 
class specialists that would be 
needed for a push-button war. 

Of course, this obvious So- 
viet predilection is not very 
new. In fact, for more than a 
century, Russia has tried to 
outlaw every new gadget, in- 
cluding such items as dumdum 
bullets, poison gas, the means 
of bacteriological warfare, and 
nuclear bombs. Obviously, 
every one of these devices was 
opposed for its tendency to 
make up for the numerical 
manpower disadvantages of 
Russia’s potential enemies.

you never know. On the night-time show a girl took the 
$1600 cash rather than take a chance on the chest which 
contained, as it happened, $15,000 in cash. That’s the way 
the cookie crumbles. 


AND, OF COURSE, there’s something for the home 
viewer, too. Every day there’s a drawing of postcards sent 
in (by the hundreds of thousands) and, in the unlikely 
event that your card is drawn, you get the contents of 
whatever treasure chest you name. No home viewer ever 
won much while I was watching. 


“The Price Ig Right,” a minor outpost in the 
far-flung Goodson-Todman empire, is a parlor game 
revolving around just how much you (or the con- 
testants) know about the price of everything—and 
never mind the value of anything. I am bewitched 
by this one largely as an index to inflation. I find 
that I underprice everything, which doesn’t sur- 
prise me at all, but I’m slightly dismayed to find 
that the housewives can’t keep up with rising 
prices, either. 


Cullen’s henchmen roll out something like a sewing 
machine or refrigerator or, maybe, a diamond brooch and 
the four contestants try to estimate its retail price without 
going above it—nearest man getting the loot for his very 
own. Just to show how little the girls are abreast of gal- 
loping inflation, three housewives the other day were 
nosed out by an Air Force major for a sewing machine 
whose price he estimated much closer than they did simply 
by bidding higher. It has a kind of morbid fascination, see- 
ing whether you know how much anything costs, and you'll

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Jan Peerce, Singing Envoy to Russia 
Tenor Tells of Successful Soviet Visit—to itn Here Tomorrow Night

NEW YORK, Feb. 3. 

JAN PEERCE, famed tenor 
of the Metropolitan Opera, 
made headlines around the 
world not many months ago 
when, at the invitation of the 
Soviet Minister of Culture, he 
toured Russia as the first Met- 
ropolitan Opera star to appear 
there since World War II. He 
was tLe first American to sing 
in Moscow's Bolshoi Theater. 

Peerce, who will appear in 
St. Louis tomorrow at 8:30 
p.m. at Kiel Auditorium, under 
auspices of the Civic Music 
League, proved to be such a 
fine “cultural ambassador” 
from the United States that he 
has been invited to return to 
Russia as soon as his busy 
schedule permits. He has been 
asked not only to sing more 
operas and concerts but to 
teach a master class, composed 
of Russian professional opera 
singers. 

“I was honored and glad to 
be chosen to go to Russia,” he 
said. “I wanted the Russians 
to know how a man can ad- 
vance himself under democ- 
racy.” 

Peerce, who was born Jacob 


Perelmuth, the son of poor 
immigrant Russian parents 
who had settled among the 


tenements of New York's low- 
er East Side, has come a long 
way from humble beginnings. 
One of the world’s most wide- 
ly known and best loved clas- 
sical artists, his consistent ap- 
pearances in opera, on the 
concert stage, on radio, tele- 
vision and in the movies, as 
well as his long list of best- 
selling RCA Victor records, 
have given him a faithful audi- 
ence of millions. 


“The thing that astounded 
most Russians about me,” 
he said, “was that I told 
them truthfully that I had 
received my entire vocal 
training in America. They 
had trouble believing that. 
Everywhere I went I was 
surrounded by musicians who 
— a thousand questions to 
ask. 


“Somehow by mixing a 
little each of English, Ger- 
man and Yiddish, we man- 
aged to talk. I tried to tell 
them that America is a cul- 
tured nation. We must make 
them understand that. We 
must somehow make them 
know what our cultural 
standards are. And I think 
intensified cultural inter- 
change is about the best way 
of putting our best foot for- 
ward.” 


Peerce {fs enthusiastic about 
the cultural life of Russia. 

“The orchestras, wherever I 
sang, in Moscow, Leningrad and 
Kiev, were exceptionally fine,” 
he related.

committee on Health and

The committee is consider- 
ing a bill, H.R. 6771, to help 


overcome the serious shortage 
of trained public health work- 
ers. | think this legislation is 
important because it concerns 
the health of everyone in the 
United States 

The bill would allot $1,000,- 


000, out of the $30,000,000 al- 
ready authorized by law for 
public health work in the 
States, for annual grants to 11 
university schools of public 
health. s 


These schools train public 
health workers for-service in 
federal, state and local gov- 
ernments. They are as vital 
to the country as far as public 
health is concerned as are 
West Point and Annapolis to 
our Army and Navy. Finan- 
cially, they are in a very poor 
condition and, of course, this 
bill would relieve them of only 
part‘of their financial burden, 
since it costs about five times 
as much to operate them as 
they would get in federal 
grants. But it would help great- 


ly, 

ALMOST three-quarters of 
the graduates of these univer- 
sity schools go into _ public 
health service. There is no 
West Point of public health, 
no federal school that the Gov- 
ernment can expand to train 


more personnel in this field. 
The only source of well- 
trained public health experts 


is in the graduates of schools 
of public health in four uni- 
versities—California, Michigan, 
Minnesota and North Carolina 
—and six privately 
universities — Columbia, 
vard, Johns Hopkins, 
burgh, Tulane and Yale —as 
well as the University of 
Puerto Rico.

Scientists Can’t 
Cure Headaches 


NEW YORK, Feb. 3 (INS). 

MEDICAL SCIENTISTS HOPE to cure cancer some 
day, but they aren’t that optimistic about the most common 
misery of all—headaches. 

Thirteen years of trail-blazing research at the nation’s 
largest headache clinic 
has confirmed that head- 
aches can’t be cured. 

The best that millions 
of chronic headache suf- 
ferers can expect is tem- 
porary relief, according 
to investigators at the 
Montefiore Headache 
Clinic in New York. 

More than _ 175,000 
headache sufferers, from 
all parts of the nation, 
have been put under the 
searching eyes of ma- 
chines and medical spe- 
cialists at the clinic. 

But the hunt for a 
“cure” has ended at a 
stonewall. Dr. Arnold 
P. Friedman, chief of the 
clinic, says only one 
“rare” type of headache 
ean be cured. That is 
the headache that stems from a brain tumor, The cure 
involves major surgery. 


If your head pounds on a average of once 
a week you are in a class with 12,000,000 Ameri- 
cans who have chronic headaches. Millions more 
have headaches about once a month. Dr. Friedman 
says the person who doesn’t get headaches is a 
medical rarity. But this doesn’t mean such people 
are especially healthy. Thost who don’t get head- 
aches appear to be prone to ulcers. 


The most common type of headache is the tension 
headache. This is the kind that Adam and Eve probably 
had when they were evicted from the Garden of Eden. 
Most tension headaches are caused by psychological factors. 
But even if there is no purely physical reason for the ache, 
the pain is very real, according to Dr. Friedman. 


FOR DIFFERENT PEOPLE, there are different ten- 
sions. Some hard-working men get headaches on weekends 
because they can’t stand being relaxed. Others get the 
headaches only on Monday morning when faced with work 
after two days of leisure. This even happens to people 
who love their jobs. 

Headaches don’t mean that the brain itself is feeling 
pain. The gray matter inside the skull is relatively in- 
sensitive to pain. The pain of a simple headache usually 
come when tension tightens muscles in the neck and scalp. 
This sets the nerves in the area of the brain on edge and 
they tingle. 


The headache detectives say eye’defects, sinus 
trouble, constipation and food allergies seldom 
cause headaches. Most of the problem headache 
sufferers at the Montefiore Clinic are between 
30 and 50, the tension-filled years of life. Women 
get headaches more frequently than men; the ratio 
is 314 to 1. City folks get them mor®@ often than 
their country cousins, 


Migraine headaches, the king-size skull splitters, 
usually afflict persons who have a passion for neatness and 
tidiness, and who are usualy very precise and meticulous. 
But the migraine sufferers can hold their throbbing heads 
high. It has been shown that they generally have superior 
intelligence. 


EVEN INFANTS can get headaches. Dr. Friedman 
Says parents should suspect headaches if the baby holds 
his head when wailing. The clinic has found that the 
best way to help children with migraine headaches is to 
treat the parents, ane unknowingly are causing tension in 
the home. 

The familiar “hangover” headache is caused by the 
fact that alcohol in excessive amounts drains fluids from 
the blood vessels in the head. The blood vessels shrink 
up and the pain starts. Drinking lots of water helps re- 
store the balance and may even fend off the “morning 
after” throbbing. 


al 


But there is another cause of “hangover” 
headaches. The Clinics investigators have found 
that for some persons the tension involved in 
being sociable when drinking is just too much for 
their heads to cope with. These same people escape 
the tension—and the headache—when they drink 
at home and are relieved of the need to be sociable. 


You might use simple aspirin for a headache and get 
some relief. But if you suspect your headaches are from 
tension, the real “relief” doesn’t come in a bottle of pills. 
The trick is to teach yourself to relax. Slow down. Stop 
blowing up. Try somé soothing activity now and then, like 
a warm bath. 


DESPITE THE SIZE of the headache problem and its 
incurable nature, Dr. Friedman says he has noticed some- 
thing to cheer about. He said tension headaches shot up 
sharply a few years ago when it was learned the Russians 
had the “bomb.” 

But he said there has been no comparable reaction 
to the Soviet sputnik launchings, adding: 

“Maybe we're learning to live with international ten- 
sions, at. least.”

SENSELESS violence ex- 
plodes. First one town, then 
the entire country is shocked. 
Eleven innocent persons 
one a baby girl — are shot, 
beaten or stabbed to death. 
And the person who did this? 

Who is he, what is he, in- 
deed, why is he — this mass 
killer, remorseless before the 
accusing finger of guilt? 

Why? Everyone asks. Why? 

Charles Starkweather, mur- 
derer of 11, gives no answer. 
Confess he did, and freely. But 
as for “why?” He merely 
stares. His intelligence quo- 
tient is 86 and abstractions do 
not seem to be for him. They 
gave him his fancy cowboy 
boots back. His appetite is 
good. 

He left the worst trail of 
carnage since Howard Unruh 
back in 1949 strolled down a 
Camden, N.J., street and killed 
13 persons with a Luger, but 
Starkweather’s appetite is good. 
Bacon, eggs, juice, toast and 
milk. He can even make a 
little joke. 


He is glad he is back in 
Nebraska, where they have the 
electric chair, rather than in 
Wyoming, where they use the 
gas chamber. “I can’t stand 
the smell of gas,” he wise- 
cracked. 

He said, slouching on his jail 
bunk im Lincoln, Neb., “I al- 
ways wanted to be an outlaw— 
but not this big a one.”

He is sorry for one thing. 
He is sorry his ear got nicked 
by glass from a bullet-riddled 
auto window. “My ear just 
keeps on hurting,” he Says, 
plaintively, so people will 
feel sorry for him. 


So — there are no answers 
there, “A hatred built up in 
me,” he said, but that is no 
answer; merely the peg for 
more questions. 

However, many people are 
trying to put together the hor- 
rible puzzle that is Stark- 
weather; trying to answer the 
why. 

“Here was a totally defeated 
ego who had no satisfactory 
anchorage in the social life,” 
declaims a criminologist. “The 
only way he could be impor- 
tant was by killing.” 


LET’S ,GO BACK and pick 
up some of the pieces, leaving 
Starkweather for a while on 
his bunk; red-haired, bow-leg- 
led, swaggering; hoping some- 
body will bring him some of 
his favorite comic books. He is 
19 now. 

“He was always fighting with 
schoolmates,” a teacher said. 
He got booted out of junior 
high school as a troublemaker. 

“I felt sorry for Chuck.” 
said a former girl friend. 
“People seemed to push him 
around. They always gave 
Chuck a bad deal.” 

He used to drive in “‘demolli- 
tion” races at a Lincoln speed-

way. Old wrecks are whizzed 
around recklessly until only 
one car is left—the survivor 
gets $100. They called him 
“Little Red” then. Jake Singer, 
the speedway manager, said he 
was a “real reckless, careless 
driver and pleased the crowds 
a lot.” 


“But he has never won any 
of the money,” Jake said, “‘be- 
cause all the boys laid for him. 
I don’t know why, but they 
did.” 

He got fired as an incomp- 
etent garbage truck driver. He 
has very weak eyes, 20-200 vis- 
ion without his rimless glasses.

THERE ARE A FEW great 
things which the human race 
must have in order to live, 
and one of these is water. If 
such a thing could happen as 
the loss of all water on earth 
(and all food composed partly 
of water) every person would 
die within a few days, 


Sach an event is out of the 
question. The earth has had 
water for vast ages, and there 
is good reason to believe that 
there will be a good supply 
for ages to come. 

Plant life, as well as animal 
life, would vanish without 
water. Even’ the toughest 
plants of deserts must have 
rain from time to time if they 
are to live. 

Q. Of what is water com- 
posed? 

A. The two gases known as 
hydrogen and oxygen. There 
are other elements in both 
fresh water and sea water, but 
completely pure water has only 
the gases mentioned. 

Hydrogen and oxygen have 
a close chemical union in 
water vapor and ice. 
There are two atoms of hydro- 
gen for each atom of oxygen. 

Hydrogen is_ the lightest 
element known. Oxygen 
weighs much more and this 
explains a strange fact. There

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are twice as many hydrogen 
atoms in water, but the oxy- 
gen atoms weigh eight times 
as much! 

Q. Why is water used as a 


standard for the weight of dif- 
ferent kinds of materials? 


A. It is the most convenient 
standard. Pure, fresh water 
has a specific gravity of 1. 
Iron has a specific gravity al- 
most eight times as high. Mer- 
cury, the liquid metal, has a 
specific gravity of 1344.
